After five years, 
Valley House 
is going strong

TWIN FALLS - In 1995 Debbie 
Koger and her family left their 
home iri a ’ small southern 
Colorado *to^ and come to Twin 
Falls lookuigfor opportunity. 

She never imagined they would 
end up homeless. 

The Kogers — Debbie, her hus- 
band, Dan, and son, James - 
camped at KOA Kampground 
while looking for jobs and hous- 
ing they could affcntl. They found 
none, and soon their money was 
gone. 

They resorted to sleeping in 
their car at a truck stop, and 
when they were opening their 
last cans of food,'Debble Koger 
knew her family needed help 
■ lari. 

That’s when she loomed about 
Volley House, a homeless shelter 
in Tvm Falls. 

. . .The famjly jnet the shelter’s 
requirementiTfdr .tenancy' and 
moved in on July 4, 1995.1>ebbie 
' and Don Koger lud jobs at a fast- 
food restaurant two days later, 
•nd they'bave sitKc gone on to 
other hi^cr-paying Jobs. 

Five years later and back on 
their feet,, the Kogers ovm a trail- 
er in Filer on' a plot of land they 
rent. Debbio Kogeris two daugh- 
ters from a previous marriage 
now live with her, os well os her 
roocher-in-law. 

Debbie Koger said she has 
never been happier in her life 
than she is. now, and she owes it 
to Volley House. • 

“1 know 1 couldn’t have made it 
without the Valley House. I know 
we wouldn’t have been able to. 
When we went there, I was 
scared. It was a horrible feeling,” 
she said. **I never thought it 
Please see HOMELESS.

Among them: dty slickers from 
New York City, Minnesota and 
California whom tlie boys picked 
up by .stagecoach at the Hailey 
airport. 

"They call us the ovcr-ihe-hill 
gong at the rodeo," said Strieker, 
who used to run the Wooden Spw 
bar in Kcichum. *'Tljcy have a big 
barbecue for us when \vc get there 
Fridrv night and just treat us real 
well" 


Adorns, a woodworker by trade 
but a mountain man at heart, was 
with Strieker on Uie pioneer ride.

Struggle 
of keeping 
a secret 

Security at lab has 
been difficult since 
the atom bomb 


LOS ALAMOS. NM. - Reports 
of security breaches and missing 
computers have thrust U>e Los 
Alamos National Laboratory into 
an unwanted spotlight. But 
guarding the nation's nuclear 
secrets lias been a daunting task 
for the lab since it's scientists 
I began working on the atomic 
bomb more than half a century 
ago. 

Experts say it was a clash cjf 
cultures - sdentific vs. militaiy - 
tliat made security difficult from 
the lab’s earliest days during 
World War II. 

Manhattan Project .scientists, 
cloistered in the remote New 
Mexico foothills, insisted they 
needed to — —

tion with ; 

colleagues to advance their worl« 
Military security officers htid 
other ideas, seeking to keep sci- 
entists from knowing how their 
individual work fit into the mi^ 
sion of creating an immensely 
destructive weapon thtil mighj 
help shorten the war. ^ 

Security quickly bectime a 
problem us ihe scope of the 
Manhattan Project grew, J. 
Robert Oppenheimer. the top 
civilian on the project, htid envi- 
sioned a cohon of a couple dozen 
scientists, but that number grew • 
to between 1,000 ami 2.000 by 
1943. 

Eventually, atom bomb secrets 
were stolen hy spies wlin passed 
the information to Soviet couri- 
ers. 

“By 1944, it was breaking 
down," Richard Mel/er. a 
University of New Mexico historj' 
professor, said in n recent inter- 
view with The As.sociated l’res.s. 
“They just couldn’t keep up. ... 
The ultimate proof of huw had it 
was is that the spies (who stole 
the atom bomb secrets) were 
amateurs." 

During those early days. Brig. 
Gen. Leslie Groves, the com- 
manding officer at Los Alamos, 
was obsessed with scientists who 
vocally advocated freedom of 
academic speech. 

Security me.isures bordered on 
paranoia. Microphones were hid- 
den in scientists' offices and 
homes, and other methods of 
Army surseiliance were mi "dis- 
honorable” that they still haven’t 
been disclosed, according to 
Melzer’s new Ixxik. "Breakdown; 
How the Secret of the Atomic 
Bomb was Stolen during World 
War n." 

Richard P. Feynman, a Nobel 
laureate in phs-sic.s. arri\’c-d at Los 
Alamos during the war years 
before the complex was complet. 

_ cd. Jl^took delig ht in findi ng 
holes in the security sy-stem -eas>'- 
to<rack safes, for example - ami 
challenging the cen.-airs who edit- 
ed inaiming and outgoing mail. 

At one point, Feynman wrote 
ill his book, "Surely \ <iu’re 
Joking. Mr. Feynman!" that ,‘u- 
had found a hole in one of the 
security fences. He left through 
a well-guarded gate ami 
returned through the hole, 
retracing his route a number of 
times before a guard got suspi- 
ci-)us and called his superior 
w.th the intent of throwing 
F-jynman in jail.

Expansion opponents say the 
. law allows the executive brandi 
to unilaieniUy upgrade the status 
of federal land without local or 
even congressional input. 

Several times during Saturday's 
gathering, testimony centered 
around whether rc.sidcms and 
officials in communities must 
affected by the designation - such 
as Carey and Arco — were ever 
included in any public comment 
process.

.. .PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Willi 
dank won't have to see the 
upcoming film adaptation of 
$,ebastian Jungor’s book “The 
' Perfect Storm” to learn what hap- 
pens. 

He lived it. 

Bank was an engineer on the 
historic schooner Emestina when 
it set sail from New England to- 
Bermuda in October 1991 and got 
caught in rough seas when an 
' Atlantic hurricane met with a 
second storm charging south 
from Nova Scoda. 

The collision created what 
mariners dubbed “The 
Halloween Storm," what lay pe<v. 
pic called “the storm of the cen- 
tury," and what Jungcr made 
famous in his novel as “The 
Perfect Storm.” 

“We were running away from 
Hurricane Grace,” recoiled Bonk, 
36. “When things got better 
there, we were told about the 
other storm. I said, 'What do you 
mean there’s a more severe storm 
out there?”’ 

Junger’s book describes how 
the fishing vessel Andrea Gail 
vanished while battling that sec- 
ond storm after setting soil from 
New England. 

• Today the Emeslina - as it was 
in nine years ago - is a floating 
classroom that allows students a 
chance to experience life on a 
turn-of-the-century vessel. It 
sailed into Penn’s Landing on 
Friday, and will be open to the 
public over the weekend.

Valley House Manager Roger .. 
Wyatt siiid'the Rogers are exactly 
the kind of people the shelter is 
trying to help; hard-working, good 
people who run into misfortune 
and find lliemselves homeles.s. 

"Anyhody can be homele.ss, 
and it can be for any number of 
reasons," Wyatt said. "There's 
just about as many reasons for 
homelessness as there are people 
who are homeless. Many people 
want to l>e l»)meles.s, but die peo- 
ple who are willing to work and 
conform to social expectations 
are the people- we’re trying to 
help.” 

Valley House, at 507 Addison 
Ave. E.. has eight buildings. 17 
bedn)oms, 11 bathrooms and a 
kitchen to provide for its tenants 
until they find another place to 
live. Each unit has a microwave, 
.sink and .small refrigerator. 

Since the shelter opened in 
Febniary 1995, Valley House has 
averaged 2-1 tenants every day, 
most of them children. The aver- 
age age of Valley House clients is 
8 years, 9 months, Wyatt said. 

Rtting In the neighborhood 

Valley House is .selective alKiut 
who it will hou.se, a fact that has 
eanied the slielter a solid commu- 
nity reputation. 

Candidates must undergo a 
police hackground chock and sign 
a National Crime Information 
Center release of information. 
Wyatt said those requirements by 
themselves deter a full 30 percent 
of the shelter’s candidates. 

Valley House tenants must also 
abide by several rules, which pro- 
hibit the use of alcohol or dnjg.s, 
ban cigtireites ami firearms from 
the premises, set visiting times 
and even prescribe quiet hours. 

Tenants are also required to 
have a job within two weeks of 
moving into the shelter, tind they 
must leave the. house and 
grounds at 7:30 a.m. every day, 
returning hetween 7 and 9 p.m. 
Families with children ctin make 
special arrangements, l)ut .school- 
aged children must be in sdinol. 

Wyatt said the rules encourage 
tenants to find work and ulti- 
mately provide for themselves. It 
also keeps Valley House from 
becoming a magnet for profes- 
sional vaivants and criminals, a 
concern of many nci{d>bors when 
the shelter was first planned.

have nothing but praise for the 
facility. 

Leta Daniels lives across the 
street, and like many of her 
neighbors, she said having a 
homeless .shelter by her home has 
not been n problem at all. 

"rve never understood what 
the thing was oil about, and I was 
kind of shocked when they put it 
there across die street from me,” 
said Daniels, who has lived in her 
home since 1951. “But they’ve 
never bothered me, and I guess 
they’re doing a good job.” 

Florence Gilbert, a nearby 
neighbor who has lived in her 
house for 10 years, said she has 
no qualms whocsoever about 
VaUey Hou.se. 

“I chink it's a good idea 
because it gives people a place to 
go who otherwise might be sleep- 
ing in the streets or the parks or 
in the canyon.” Gilbert said^t’s 
giving them a chance so th^re 
not out begging. And 1 know 
there arc a lot of kids diere." 

Police appreciate the shelter 
/or those same reasons. 


Twin Falls police Sgt. Steve 
Bcnkula said before the shelter 
was built, police would rely on 
the Salvation Army and chuiidies 
to help the homeless by putting 
them up in motels. When the 
slielter came along, police finally 
had another program to deal with 
the problem. That is especially 
imponanc in the winter, he said. 

The future 

Valley House has not been 
much of a concern from a policing 
standpoint, Bcnkula said. The 


only problem he secs with it is 
that it’s not big enough. 

“Pd like to see it expand,” he 
said. “It would be good to have a 
larger facility. For the people 
that really need it, I think it’s 
very much justified." 

Valley House has been slowly 
expanding since it opened its 
doors, and Wyatt said it will 
probably expand more in the 
future. With an estimated 125 
homeless people in the Magic 
Valley at any given time, and 
with no room at Volley House for 
more than about 55 people now, 
the need is there. 

Help could be on the way. The 
First Presbyterian Church in 
Twin Foils is donoting 535,000 to 
build a new triplex at Valley 
House. And on Monday, the City 
Council will consider a proposal 
to buy a Department of Housing 
arid Urban Development house 
on Third Avenue North for SI; 
Valley House could use the home 
for additional housing. 

Ri^t now. Valley House 
requires $1,000 per week just to 
stay open, or about $52,000 a 
year. The bulk of the money goes 
to the mortgage, utilities and 
salaries for Wyatt and two part- 
time bookkeepers, and $ 10,000 is 
u^ for improvements. 

About $13,000 of the 
money comes directly from the 
United Way, and the United Way 
kicks in additional money, more 
than $5,000 this year, deducted 
from donors’ payrolls. Private 
donations, such as the payroll 
deductions, account for about 35 
percent of Valley House’s 
income, Wyatt said. The remain* 
ing 40 percent of the budget 
comes from church and business 
donations, he said. 

Separate 'from that. Valley 
House gets volunteer time from 
churches and organizations. 
Wyatt said. Affixing a SS-an-hour 
value on this help. Valley House

Officials expect high-profile 
rulings as Supreme Court closes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Sv^ncme Court soon will end its 
1999-2000 term with a flurry of 
rulings sure to have a profound 
effect on American life in cases 
covering abortion, scIumI prayer, 
gays in the Boy Srauts and police 
Miranda warnings. 

Starting Monday and within 
the next two weeks, the court 
also is expected to rule on gov- 
ernment help for parochial 
. schools, free-speech rights of 
abortion protesters ond how* 
stales conduct primary elections. 

Announcement of just a dozen 
dedsions stand between the Jus- 
tices and the three-month sum- 
mer recess they are expected to 
begin by June 28. Among them 
could be niiings that bring dra- 
matic changes in the law. 


In its first ruling on abortion 
since 1992, the court is expected 
to say whether Nebraska cmn ban 
a surgical procedure opponents 
can **partial4}irth abortion.” 
Whatever the decision says, it 
is sure to esca'late the decades- 
old nadonwide political war over 
the legality and morality of abor- 
tion. More immediately, the deci- 
sion might control the fate of 
similar laws in 29 other states. 

School prayer has bedeviled 
the court for 40 years, and the 
justices now are to decide in a 
Texas case whether public schMl 
districts can let stud^ts lead sta- 
dium crowds in prayer before 
high school fooibaU gnmes. 

The ruling is certain to be smi- 
dnized to determine whether the 
court strongly reaffirms or 


retreats from a landmark 1962 
decision that outlawed organized, 
officially sponsored prayer in 
public schools. 

On a docket extraordinarily fiiU 
of emotion-packed cases, none 
has proved more evocative than a 
New Jersey gay rights dispute. 

The justices must decide 
whether the Boy Scouts can bar 
homosexuals from serving as 
troop leaders. The decision also 
may answer whether boys who 
say they are gay con be banited 
oswclL 

Perhaps no Supreme Court 
decision is os well-known as one 
called Miranda vs. Arizona, in 
which the court said police must 
warn criminal suspects of their 
“right to remain silent” when 
questioned.

The ambitious plan to 
stop the tower’s increasing tilt has 
taken far longer than expected, 
hut offidoLs say it Is succeeding. 

The plan, regarded with some 
skcpdcLsm at first, indudes attach- 
ing a pair of sted “suspenders” to 
the tower, and then the excavat- 
ing soil under it.s foundations. 

When the work began, the 
tower leaned 6 degrees, or 13 
feet, off the perpendicular, on its 
south side. Now tt is 5 inches 
straightcr - back to the levels of 
more than a century ago, experts 
said. So far, about 2S0 cubic feet 
uf earth have been excavated; 
460 cubic feet still have to be 
token away. 

To stabilize the tower vdtile the 
work was underway, 800 tons of 
lead counterweights were placed 
at the base. 


Hezbollah 
threatens 
more attacks 

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 
Hezbollah guerrillas who have 
fought Isra^ forces in southern 
Lebanon for 18 years warned 
Saturday that they will resume 
attacks if Israel docs^dt give up 
tracts of land daimed by Lebanon. 

“All violations should be dealt 
with; ... otherwise we consider the 
mission of liberating Lebanese ter- 
ritory to be incoTnplctc and rests- 
tance remains our choice to liber- 
ate the last inch of our occupied 
land,” Hezbollah sald'tn a state- 
ment. 

The statement came a day after 
U.N. Secretary General Kofi 
Annan, scheduled Monday to visit 
Lebanon as part of a Middle East 
tour, confirmed Israel's withdraw- 
al from south Lebanon "in full 
compliance,” with Security 
Council resolution 425. 

Prime Minister Salim Hoss on 
Friday rejected the United 
Nations’ verification of Israel’s 
May 24 withdrawal, saying Israeli 
forces still controlled some ports 
of the country. 

On Saturday, Hoss renewed 
Lebanon’s commitment to cooper- 
ate with the United Nations “to 
tl'ic extreme.” But he added tliat 
Lebanon “insists on recovering 
every inch of its territory.”

CAIRO, Egypt (AP) - A woman 
whose husband strung her up on a 
washing line fell four floors to her 
death Saturday, a police official 
said. 

Reda Abdet-Samci, 51, had 
incurred her husband's wrath for 
not visiting him while he was serv- 
ing six years in prison for murder, 
the officer said on condition of 
anonymity. 

Police were searching for 
Ibrahim. 

Hassan Ibrahim, 59, had 
returned to their home in o work- 
ing doss district of eastern Cairo, 
and decided to “discipline” his 
wife.

Suddenly out>of il clear blue sky, 
ilie forgoUtyi ^var being waged by 
(he United States and Britain 
over Iraq visited its letiial routine 
on the shepherds and formers of 
Toq nl-Ghaz;)lai about 10:30 a.m.

Omran Harbi Jawair, 13, was 
squatting on his haunches at the 
time, watdiing the family sheep as 
they nosed the hard, flat ground 
in search of grass.

Omran, who liked to Idck a soccer 
ball around tliis dusty village, had 
just finished fifth grade at the lit- 
tle sdiool a 15-minute walk from 
his mud-brick home.

Without warning, according to 
several youths standing nearby, 
the device Ciune crashing down in 
art open field 200 yards from the 
dozen houses of Toq al-Ghazalat. 
A deafening explosion cracked 
across the silent land. Shrapnel 
flew in every direction. Four .shep- 
herds were wounded. And Omran, 
the others recalled, lay dead in 
the dirt, most of his head tom off, 
the while of his rol>e .stained red. 

“He was only 13 years old, but 
he was u good boy,” sobbed 
Omran’s father, Harbi Jawair, 61. 

What happened four weeks ago 
at Toq al-Ghazalat, 35 miles 
“^uthwest of Najaf in southern 
Iraq, has become a recurring 
event in the Iraqi countryside. A 
week of conversations with 
wounded Iraqis and the families 
of those killed, around Najaf and 
in northern Iraq around Mosul, 
showed that civilian deaths and 
injuries are a regular part of the 
little-discus.scd U.S. and British 
air operation over Iniq. 

Ll. Gen. Ya-S-sin Jas.scm, .spokes- 
man for Iraq’s air defense com- 
mand, said about 300 Iraqis have 
been killed and more than 800 
wounded by U.S. and British 
retaliatory attacks in the. 18 
months since President Saddam 
Hussein ordered his antiaircraft 
batteries to fire on allied war- 
planes enforcing “no-fly” zones in - 
northern and southern Iraq. Of 
those killed, Jassem said in an 
interview, “well more" than 200 
were civilians like Omran Harbi 
Juwnir, caught in the wrong 
place nt the wrong time. 

The Iraqi death toll ha.s been 
substantiated in part by a U.N.

survey that examined some inci- 
dcnc.s independently and accept- 
ed Iraqi reports on others.

routine. 

U.S. and British warplanes 
enforcing the zones wore heard 
almost daily crisscrossing the 
skies, although they were invisi- 
ble flying at more than 20,000 
feel. The Iraqi air dcfcn.se com- 
mand says it has detected pene- 
trations into Iraqi airspace by 
more than 21,600 U.S. and British 
warplanes since December 1998, 
when Iraqis started opposing the 
patrols with andoircraft fire. The 
sustained military operation 
results in bomb or rnkssUe attacks 
on an average of once every 
three days. The Pentagon soys 
more than 280,000 .sorties have 
been flown in the near decade 
since the no-fly zones were 
imposed, without a single loss of 
aircraft to hostile fire. 

Visits to a dozen oicstrike sites, 
cliosen by this correspondent, 
.showed that Iraqi antiaircraft 
equipment - gray snouts of muld- 
barreled cannons sticking out of 
dugouts in the sandy soil - is 
sometimes installed near towns 
and villages.

The mounting toll — averaging 
one civilian death every other 
day, by Iraq’s count - has prompt- 
ed France to freeze participation 
In enforcing the no-fly zones. It 
has generated growing protests 
from Russia and left nci^boring 
Saudi Arabia and Turkey increas- 
ingly uneasy about continuing to 
provide air bases for the U.S. and 
British enfurcement aircraft. 

More aggressive action 

Tlie U.S. -led air campaign over 
Iraq has been underway since 
shortly after the Persian Gulf 
War in 1991, but civilian casual- 
ties began to mount after 
Operation Desert Fox in Decem- 
ber 1998. Iraqi air defenses 
received orders after that cam- 
paign to fire on U.S. and British 
patrols, drawing rctoliatory 
airstrikes. 

“That was a watershed,” 
Riyadh Qaysi, undersecretary in 
the Foreign PrUnistty, said in an 
interview. 

Previously, U.S. and British air- 
craft were rarely challenged. 
When they were, pilots rcpli^ to 
die source of the challenge, usu- 
ally with ACM-88 HARM missiles 
that homed in on the radors that 
guide antiaircraft missiles.

They 
imposed the southern no-fly zone 
in August 1992, citing a similar 
need to protect southern Iraq’s 
largely Shiite Muslim population, 
which also had risen up against 
Saddam Hussein immediately 
after his defeat in the Culf War. 

Carnage on open land 

“1 was thrown to the ground 
and covered with dirt,” recalled 
Ziad Ibrahim Taha, a 50-ycor-old

Taha was with scores of people 
on a broad, flat expanse of open 
land 45 miles west of Mosul just 
before 10 am. on May 12 of last 
year. As he and others in the 
nearby village of Abu Auani 
recalled it, two, perhaps three 
warplanes made repeated passes 
over the congregated villagers, 
firing missiles and raking the 
area with machine guns. 

According to Iraqi authorities, 
14 people were killed on the spot 
one five more died later from 
their injuries.

As the wounded bo^S' 
were carried away and owners 
began to slaughtcr^their injured, 
sheep and round up those that 
had fled, the number of rescuers 
and onlookers grew. 

‘Collateral damage’ 

The attack at Abu Auani Was. 
one of the few in which the U.S.

Don’t let DNA testing 
kill the death penalty 


That a recent Gallup poll shows two- 
thirds of Americans support the death 
penalty in murder cases is hardly sur- 
prising. Litw-abiding Americans are fed 
up with crime - particularly violent 
crime - and they are incrca-singly intol- 
erant of dangerous thug.s. 

What’s surprising about America’s 
two-thirds acceptance of the death 
penalty is that it’s the lowest level in 
nearly two decade.s. It used to be even 
lii^iur. but now it’s down to two “yeas” 
for eveiy “nay.” In political circles, 

that’s still known as a — 

landslide of support. 

Attitudes toward 
the death penalty are 
changing for a variety 
of reasons, not the 
least of which are 
advances in DNA 
testing. Akin to 
genetic fingerprint- 
ing, DNA tests have 
reversed the convic- 
tions of some Death 
Row inmates.

Tlie fact that a handful of Death Row 
inmates have had their convictions over- 
turned because of DNA tasting does not 


mean all Death Row inmates arc inno- 
cent. Nor does it mean that capital 
punishment should be abolished. 

It reveals a failure of means, not a 
confusion of aims. 

Debate over the death penalty is esca- 
lating for two reasons: A) This is a presi- 
dcnual election year, and B) GOP front- 
runner George W. Bush is governor of 
Texas, the state with America’s busiest 
death chamber. Sugge.stions that many 
Death Row inmates arc innocent, that 
the death penalty .should be abolished, 
and (hut Texas is a 
bloodthirsty state are 
political calumny. 
'Hie liberals’ intent is 
to slip a noose 
around Bush's neck 
and then kick the 
stool out from under 
him. 

■ DNA testing is a 
useful tool for deter- 
mining innocence or 
guilt on a casc-by- 
casc basis. Its pur- 
po.se is to help set 
wrongly convicted 
people free, and send 
guilty people to prison. It says some- 
thing only alxjiit prisoners to whom it’s 
applied. It says nothing alxiut inmates 
in the next cell. 

Thai’s why Americans should be 
careful about reading t^o much into 
the significance of DNA testing.

For those 
crimes, they were duly convicted. In 
most cases, their execution would be 
entirely appmpriate.

But the motiva- 
tion for targeting 0157:117 should go 
l)eyond the concern alwut tainted meat.’’ 
“Germs sited in manure can enter water 
and plants, induding crops ... uutbre.ik.s 
have l)een as.s<xdaied wiiit ulfidfa grouts, 
lettuce and tinpusteurized apple dder.’’

Egreetings Network, a Son Frandsco- 
bas^ online marketer of cards, gifts and 
invitations, asked 500 dads around the 
country what they wanted this Father's 
Day. Tools and electronics top the list 
this year — along with gift certificates, so 
dad con do his own piddng. 

While only 5 percent of dads admitted 
they look forwaini to nxrciving gifts on 
Father’s Day. another 17 percent said the 
best part of Father’s Day was being the 
center of attention, says Sarah Anderson, 
vice president of marketing for 
Egreetings. 

One in five said the grcatc.st pleasure 
of the day %vas being able to relax. Fifty- 
eight percent took the poUticuUy correct 
route, claiming the best part of Father’s 
Day is spending time with their families. 
(Oh yeah, and perhaps a new power saw, 
or Palm Pilot.) 

As far as favorite gifts, onc-chird of 
dads .said new tools moke the best gifts, 
while another one-third voted for an 
electronic gadgcL Twemy-six percent 
preferred gift certiCcates. 

If dad protests not to get him anything, 
don’t believe him.

say the worst gift is none at all (39 per- 
cent), followed by ncckdcs, garden sup- 
plies and socks. This year, much tliui will 
go into dad’s stocking will be purchased 
online. Based on its survey, Bizraic.com 
predicts Father's Day .sales online will 
read] nearly $137 million -more than 
four times the sales for last year’s 
Father's Day. 

The online shopping marketplace pre- 
dicted a tripling in the numlxir of online 
orders to 1.2 million for year 20(X). Books 
arc the most likely purdiasc (22 per- 
cent), followed by entertainment items 
such os music, videos or event tickets (19 
percent), says Chuck Davis, BizRate.com 
president and chief executive. 

Almost nine out of 10 of those who pur- 
diascd Fatiicr’s Day gifts online lost year 
plan to do so again this year. 
Interestingly, while the holiday generally 
‘ poles in comparison to Mother’s Day for 
total volume, online buyers plan to spend 
$80 on average, comparable with 
Mother’s Day spending. 

Men expea to spend more ($90) than 
women ($68). But women (17 percent) 
ore more likely than men (9 percent) to 
buy dothes ordinc for Father’s Day. 

Dads aren’t the only bcncfidorics of 
the day. While almost half of online gifts 


will be purchased for Dad, husbands (30' 
percent) and faihcrs-in-law (13 percent)’ 
also get some loot. 

The United States is one of the few ' 
countries in the world that offldolly celi> 
brates Fatiicr’s Day. Supposedly it began 
os a reaction - or afterthought - to — ■' 
Mother’s Day. 

Some say die holiday bejan with a '• • 
church service in West-Virginia in 1908,- 
Others argue the first Father’s Day cere*, 
mony was held in Chicago in 1915. The 
strongest promoter of the holiday was --- 1 
Mrs. Bruce John Dodd of Spokane, ’ 
Wash., whose father, a young widower;- - 
had raised six children alone. <

Overeating is a form of substance abuse 


I t was laic afternoon in the 
midst of a heat wave, in that 
pan of Greater Los Angc!e.s 
that lends to get left out of the 
rap aiwui golden dream.s.

Since the moment this franchise 
o]>cncd about a year ago. it has swarmed 
morning and niglit, summer and winter, 
with hot douglmui traffic. Vans and ■ 
Buidks, light micks and camper trailers 
were being pulled toward the red HOT 
DOUGHNUTS sign like bugs to a porcli 
light. 10 cars deep at one point, not 
coundng the many customers who 
parked in the stifling lot and walked 
inside. 

Ten cars deep, and they were big cars, 
with big people in them. If the customers 
had aaually come to the counter, they 
might luive seen die stack of “nutridonal 
information” fliers .near the cash regis- 
ter. warning that cacli glazed confection 
would uplioLster their thigh.s to die tunc 
of up to 350 fat-packed calorics. But no 
one went near die nutridonal informa- 
tion. Tlie customers didn’t wont detaUs. 
They wanted douglmuis. 

. “I wim two crcnm-filled and two 
chocolate iced cream-filled lutd a clioco- 
liitc milk.” a plump woman in a Dodge 
Ram (ruck .slioulcd. her Frencli m.aiii- 
cure tapping impatiently on the broiling 
dashboard. "Gimme three glazed and a 
milk.” a round-faced construction worker 
called over' (he roar of his air condidon- - 
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ing. A big-bellied gent in a Hawaiian 
.shirt parked a Jeep and sauntered in for 
a dozen; while he was gone, a kid stuffed 
a flier for a health dub under his wind-" 
shield wiper. The man sat inside, eating, 
watching the kid through the window. 
The leaflet fluttered pointlessly in the 
furnace-like breeze. 

Mention (California, and most people 
imagine roUer-bloders chugging carrot 
Juice on the Venice boardwalk. 'This is 
why, when most people visit LA, they 
become confused. As movie stars turn 
out to be shy and Malibu turns out to be 
fixated on sepde tanks, so do a lot of 
California girls turn out to be built like 
’ Monica Lcwiaslcy pre-Jenny Craig diet. 
For every hottie on skates, there ore 
legions of Angelenos whose idea of sport 
is dashing out for a Fatburger or two. 

In fact, it was reported Tuesday, more 
than half of all adulis in California are 
offidally overweight, and the nonprofit 
Public Health Institute wasn’t talking 
about that mythical “extra 10 poundl” 
They were talking seriou.s-hcalth-prol>- 
1cm fat. “People arc killing them^ves 
with a fork,” one spokeswoman warned.

The Social Security time bomb 





I ‘Broken System’ is what we have 


I n the annals of politics, 
there have been few 
pieces of sodal 
research which have 
decisively affected the 
course of policy debate. Michael 
Harrington’s “The Other 
America” opened the eyes of the 
nation - and of Presidents 
Kennedy and'^ohnson - to the 
extent of poverty in this nation. 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan’s essay 
on "The Negro Family” alerted 
President Nixon and his succes- 
sors to the plight of female-head- 
ed, welfare families. 

Now, there may bo a third. 
James S. Liebmon’s Just-pub- 
lished report, "A Broken System: 
Ecror Rates in Capital Cas» 
1973-1995,” transfonns the 
debate on the death penalty as 
mudi as those earlier works did 
the understandii^ of poverty and 
welfare in America. 

•iiliebman. 0 professor at 
Columbia University law school, 
and his i^dpal academic col- 
laborators, Jeffiray Fagan of ' - 
Cohunbia and Valerie West of 
Now York University, undertook 
the daunting task of tracking 
every death sentence case that 
west through the legal astern in 
the 23 years following the 1972 
Su prem e Court dedson whldi 
began the modem death-sentenc- 
ing era. 

llieir prindpol findings made 
headlines last week. Of the 4,578 
death sentences that were adju- 
dicated completely during these 
two-plus decades, serious error 
was found in an astonishing 68 
pcjce^t of die cases. 

>j2ontrai:y to popular myth that 
death row primers find appoint- 
ed fc:deral judges more sympa- 
thetic to .their pleas than the sup- 
posedly hard-nosed state 'court 
ji^ts, ,47 percent of the errors 
<t«‘e discovered on appeal to the 

S O courts and anotna 21 per- 
t on federal habeas corpus 
petitions. 

The prindpol sources of the 
"swpus error,” meriting a new 
tlriiil, were two: Egregiot^y 
incompetent defense lawyers and 
prosecutors who suppress evi- 
denccf that would have exonerat- 
ed..the defemdant or mitigated

the penalty. 

Of the 301 coses that were 
actually retried during this peri- 
od, 247 (or. 82 percent) resulted 
in sentences less severe than 
death, including 22 cases where 
the defendant was found not 
^ty. 

Those ore the facts. But num- 
bers alone hardly convey the 
appalling reality. Mere is a New 
C^leons case, in which, according 
to the report, "police accepted 
the word of long-time criminal 
and police informant Beanie ... 
whQe suppressing a variety of 
statements that were inculpato- 
ry, self-contradictoty and incon- . 
ament with Beanie’s trial testi- 
mony ... and then manipulated 
eytnvimesses into identifying? 
the defendant at trial, which they 
had failed to do initially. In throe 
subsequent retrials, a majority of 
jurors voted to acquit the defen- 
dant, and he was finally freed. 

- And here is an Oklahoma case 
in which, according to the report, 
"appointed counsel, who 
reeved no funding for expert or 
investigative services and was 
^d the statutory maximum of 
$3,200, failed to mvestigatc a 
videotaped statement another 
pcTttn confessing to the crime 
and extensive evidence of peti- 
tioner’s mental illness and likely 
incompetence to ston'd trial” 
DNA testing subsequently estab- 
lished theinnoccncc of this pris- 
oner. 

When the report was released. 
Josh Marquis, an Oregon prose- 
cutor and official of the National 
District Attorneys Association, 
told Broojtc A. Masters, my col- 
league at The Washington Post, 
that the Codings "confirm that 
the system is working. Mistakes 
that ore made by prosecutors and 
ju^es ore caught” 

That might be plausible if one 
out of a hundred or even one out 


of 10 capital cases were handled 
in such a slipshod fashion as to 
merit reversal. But when two- 
thirds of them involve "serious 
error” in the eyes of reviewing 
state and federal judges, 
Licbman is justified in saying, 
"By anyone's standards, this is 
not a system that is working.” 

Among those who ought to rec- 
ognize that fact are the advocates 
of the death pcrralty. The delays 
involved in appeals from this 
error-ridden trial system ore such 
that during this 23-ycar period, 
the 5,760 death sentences ’ 
imposed led to only 313 cxecu- 
tior». If the goal is swift and cer- 
tain justice, that is the opposite 
of what wc arc getting. 

This research undmiines the 
importance of the capital punish- 
ment study being undertaken by 
a blue-ribbon citizens' group, 
including both supporters and 
opponents of the death penalty, 
about wMch I wrote in a recent 
column. 

It justifies the dedrion of 
Illinois Republican Gov. George 
Ryan to impose a moratorium on 
executions in his state. Illinois Ify 
the way, is two points below the , 
68 percent nadorud average of 
cases in which (he death penalty 
does not stand up well under 
scrutiny. Texas, v^ch has 
attracted corrunent because of 
Gov. George W. Bush, ranks 
much lower, with a 52 percent 
detected error rate. 

But everywhere, “A Broken 
System” is exactly what we have.

The reality could be even 
worse. Is Mr. Ball ready to 
endorse significanUy higlier pay- 
roll taxes to dose this gap? Or 
are massive cuts in benefits for 
my generation OK? If not, why 
ore personal investment 
accounts that would improve our 
retirement outlook considered 
off limits?

"FICA.” Mr. Ball has to admit 
that’s lousy. I do understand 
why he is so interested in keep- . 
ing my generation’s moncy tied 
up in a bad government invest- 
ment; Oiir payroll taxes are pay- 
ing his benefits and those of his ' 
contemporaries, and he's wor- 
ried that if we stan investing 
eve:» a small percentage of our 
Sodal Security taxes, he won’t 
get his benefits. 

V (Incidentally, this popular 
scare tactic may soon be a thing 
of the past: Legislation before 
Congress right now would give 
all Social Security recipients a 
written guarantee of benefits.) 

Like 1 5mid, I don’t want to 
pick a figlit - nobody deserves 
their retirement benefits more 
than my grandmother, who 
raised six children on her own 
while my gnmdfathcr faced 
down Uie Japanese in \Vorld 
War H. 

But what about my retirement 
and that of the children I hope 
to have? The system is working 
fine now for my father and my 
grandmother, but by 2020 - 
more than a decade before I’m 
even thinking ubuiit hanging it 
up- Social Security will be s.ad. 
died with a SlOO billion deficit. 

Exactly how is this better tlian 
personal accounts? Now, there’s 
no question (here'll be suipe 
short-term cost.s associiiteti with 
allowing younger workers to 
invest a percentage of their 
Sodal Security taxes. We’ll have 
to find funds elsewhere in the 


federal budget to ensure that my . 
father and my grandmother still 
get the benents they were 
promised. 

But those arc shon-term costs, 
and they pale in comparison to 
the defidts we’U be running if 
we do nothing. 

I’m surp Roben Ball knew 
everything there was to know 
about Sodal Security in 1953. 

But it isn’t 1953 anymore, and 
it’s time for him to admit that 
FDR’s creaky legacy can’t begin 
to finance the retirement of my 
generation and those who will 
follow us. 

The “.supreme achievement” 
he so ardently defends is a train 
wreck waiting to happen - and 
personal retirement accounts 
may well be the switcli that pre- 
vents a calamity.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Only 
15 percent of Salt Lake County 
rcsidenLs intend to buy tickcLs to. 
the 2002 Winter Olympic.s, 
according to a new poll cornmi-s- 
sioned by the Deseret News and 
KSL-TV. 

Of 410 residents polled June 7 
by Dan Jones fit Associates, 15 
percent said they definitely will 
buy Olympic tickets, while 25 
percent said they probably will. 

’nie poll has a margin of error 
of plu-s or minus 5 percent. 

Salt Lake Organizing 
Committee prc.sidcnt Milt 
Romney doesn't see the poll 
rcsiili.s as bad news. 

*'Tiii.s i.s not an election, where 
you need a majority to win,” 
Romney said. “The number who 
want 10 go i.s- vastly larger than 
tile number of tickets we have." 

Fifty-four percent of respon- 
dents .said (hey wouldn’t buy tick- 
el.s, incitiding 35 pcrccnr who said 
they had definitely made up their 
minds against buying tickets. 


The remainder of respondents 
said they didn't know or cited' 
stipulations about buying tickets. 

Romney .said the 15 percent of 
Salt Lake County residents who 
plan to buy could translate into 
some 600,000 tickets, depending 
on whether each buyer gets at 
least two tickets. 

Tliere are 730,000 tickets avail- 
able to the public, with SLOC set- 
ting a.side 160,000 for Utah resi- 
dents. The rest of nearly 2 million 
seats will go to Olympic officials, 
sponsors and the media. 

Organizers will begin taking 
ticket orders Oct. 10. Prices will 
range from $20 for tickets. to 
some speedskating events to $885 
for seats ai the opening nr closing 
ceremonies.

Officials slate 
heatings on 
waste dump 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - A 
round of hearings are scheduled 
next week in the debate over, 
whether to allow a proposed 
nuclear waste dump on the 
Goshutc Indian reservation in 
Tooele County. 

About 11 issues must be 
resolved before Private Fuel 
Storage, a consortium of utility 
companies from acros.s the coun- 
try, can build a temporary storage 
facility for spent nudear fuel rods. 

More than 100 issues were 
identified two years ago. 

The Atomic Safety Licensing 
Board svill hold a set of hearings 
beginning Monday in Salt Lake 
City, about 50 miles northeast of 
the proposed storage site. 

“We expect it to last seven or 
eight days,” said Scott Northard, 
project manager for Private Fuel 
Storage. 

Participating in the hearing are 
attorneys for the state and PFS 
and the Confederated Tribes of 
the Goshutc Reservation. The 
public can observe but won’t be 
allowed to comment. Public com- 
ment was taken during brief .ses- 
sions over the weekend. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt and other 
state official.s are concerned the 
consortium will bring the waste 
to Utah and leave a nudear mess 
for taxpayers to clean up. 

The cost of building, operating 
and decommissioning the facility 
is cstimalcd at $3.1 billion. 

The consortium was created by 
utility comptmies ns n limited lia- 
bility company, a legal move chat 
protects the utilities if something 
goes wrong with transportation, 
storage and removal of waste, 

Statu officials question 
whether the consortium’s 568 mil- 
lion estimate for decommission- 
ing is accurate. 

PFS is seeking a 20-yenr per- 
mit, with another 20-yenr option, 
to .store the rods pending con- 
struction of a permanent storage 
fncility planned at Yucca 
Mountain in Nevada. 


Neo-Nazi protester plans 
to appeal recent court ruling 


COEUR d'ALENE (AP) - The 
neo-Nazi protester arrested dur- 
ing the 1998 Aryan Nations 
parade says he will appeal the 
dismissal of his damage suit 
again.st the city. 

The attorney for Gary Edwards 
contends that this month’s ruling 
by U.S. District Judge Edward 
Lodge seems to run counter to 
another ruling Lodge made last 
summer in connection with the 
same parade. 

Edwards was arrested for 
refusing to surrender the stick 
his protest sign was attached to. 
Police tried to confiscate the 
sticks to avoid seeing them used 
in any confrontation. 

In his suit, Edwards alleged the 
city violated his First Amend- 
ment rights with ii.s “no weapons” 
ordinance that included sticks. 

But Lodge held that (he consti- 
tution did not guarantee 


Edwards the right to communi- 
cate his views in any manner he 
wanted. 

“The citizens of Coeur d'Alene 
have not been deprived of the 
opportunity to express their 
views in public forums particular- 
ly suited to open assembly, dis- 
cussion and debate because the 
city has not enacted a. complete 
ban on picketing or the carrying 
of signs,” Lodge wrote, “In fact, 
the city recommends using PVC 
pipe as an alternative to wood 
product and metaLs.” 

Last August, Lodge ruled 
again.st the dty, declaring uncon- 
stitutional its decision to let vet- 
erans march in parades with guns 
while prohibiting protesters from 
carrying sticks. 

Attorney Bryan Brown called 
- the judge’s most recent decision 
“a threat to one of the dearest 
symbols of America.”

Inmate plan stirs debate Police charge inmates in escape 


BOISE (AIM - As Corrections 
Corponitioii of Ameriai jirepares 
lo.open ihe slate’s prison this 
summer, an East Coast firm is 
irying to convince local busine.s-s- 
es lo set up shop un the prison 
promuls using inmate labor. 

The idea has both supporters 
and tietnictors ju.st as it has had in 
States like Te.xas, Georjya and New 
Mexico, where the wrangling has 
. jKTsisted for a tmml>er of years. 

Nationwide, opponents liken 
inmate labor to slavery and say 
the so-called pri.son-indusirial 
complex leads to coerced work- 
ing conditions and a reduction in 
jobs for non-ininates. 

Supporters, say working prison- 
ers learn valiiable skills they can. 
ti.se once they are released while 
at the same time offering hu.sines.v 
men a way to increase profits. 

Corrections Corporation ex- 
pects 20 percent of its employ- 
able inmates, about ISO, to work, 
.said Knut Rostad, who is leading 
the effort to attract businesses, 
industries hiring convicts will 
move into the 43,71>0-square-foot 
industrial building in the new 
complex south of Boise. 

Rostad said inmates are to be 


paid a prevailing, at least Ihe 
minimum wage of $5. IS and 
depending on the kind of work 
up to about $H an hour. 

. Rostad will not name any of the 
companies looking into prison 
work but said those most interest- 
ed “are labor-intensive business- 
es whose operations range from 
light manufacturing fabrication 
to assembly and packaging to 
some services. One type of busi- 
ness that stands out is electronic 
circuit l>oard as.sembly.” 

Barbara Gibson, public rela- 
tions officer for computer-maker 
micronpc.com, said the company 
"has no plans at this time" to 
employ inmates. 

Despite assurances that con- 
victs would not .siphon jobs from 
law-abiding citizens, Idaho AFL- 
CIO President Dave Whaley 
promised that union members 
will fight the prison labor move- 
ment. 

“It's not good." Whaley said. 
“We’re going to find out where 
the.se jobs are going. Uie amount 
and everything. It’s pretty black 
and white to us and hopefully the 
general public get.s more of a feel 
for it.” 


COTTONWOOD (AP) - 
Charges have been filed in two 
counties against ttvo inmatc.s who 
escaped briefly from the North 
Idaho Correctional Institution 
late last month. 

James Ken Glenn, 18, of Boise, 
and Randall Ja.son Cammcir, 20. 
of Nampa, arc charged in Idaho 
County with felony escape, and 
they are charged in Lewis Coun- 
ty with burglary and grand theft- 
Both men were serving six- 


month evaluation sentences that 
if completed satisfactorily would 
have resulted in each being 
placed on probation.

The pair escaped on May 24 
and arc accused of then breaking 
into a shop in the Westlake area 
and stealing a pickup truck, 
which they apparently used to 
drive to Lewiston.

Plant loses Steam 

J^ft River facility now sits idle after mid-1980s success 


: — RAFT RIVER (AP) - Idaho’s 

I Raft River geothermal plant, 
once a thriving research center, 
lost its steam years ago. 

The Idaho National 
Edsinccring and Environmcmol 
Laboratory operated the plant 
for less thim a year before it was 
closed, but scientists say it 
wasn’t a futile effort.

tests of geothermal energy. 

They spent nearly $1 million 
each year from 1975 until 1982 
for the research. 

“We were looking at every- 
thing wc could possibly do,” said 
Joe Keller, one of several 
INEEL scientists who looked 
into (he possibility of btiOding a 
geothermal power plant here in 
1975. 

The plant’s uses ranged from 
fmding alternate fuels to raising 
iorger catfish. 

Among its projects: 

• Keller and fellow 
researchers used warm waste 
water to spray 12 acres of alfal- 
fa crops. The water, they foimd, 
helped preheat the soils for 
crops. They estimate the tech- 
nique increased yield by about a 
10th of a percent. 

• Some of the water went into 
ponds where researchers raised 
catfish in 20*foot raceways 
designed to support a flowing 
current to help the fish build 
muscle mass. They fed the fish 
dried potato waste from a coop- 
erative experiment with the 
j.R. Simplot Co. 

• The geothermal process also 
acted as a heat source for an 
'alcohol still. At the time, the 
Energy Department had an 
extensive program to explore 
alcohol os a furi source, Renner 
said, so the 190-proof cattail 
ethanol was an encouraging 
product At a rate of about two 
gallons on hour, the plant spun 
off about 100 gallons in a few 
months. Keller sdll keeps a bot- 
dc as a memento. 

- The power plant operated 
from the fall of 1981 to the sum- 
mer of 1982 and contributed 
about 3.6 megawatts or $1 mil- 
' lion in power to Idaho’s supplies. 


The plant was sold to a devel- 
oper who moved it but never 
used it “As far as I know, it’s 
scrap now,” Keller said. 

The site just north of the Utah 
border now lies barren, except 
for roads leading to deserted 
wells. 

A smaller pQot model used lo 
develop the full-scale plant was 
moved to California where 
Mines continued his en^nccring 
research on it for years. It has 
ceased operating.

He stood atop basketball’s 
round world only three days ago.

When he met with the media 
after this 120-87 black eye, 
Bryant used a version of the 
phrase “put this game behind us” 
three times in the span of two 
answers. 

He offered no insight, no 
excuses, no explanation other 
then the fact the Lakers were 
buried by a rainbow, all those 
Pacers’ jumpers nestling into the 
basket.

It was loud and uncomfortable 
inside Conseco Fieldhouse. 
Reggie Miller was bouncing 
around, showing off his Wile E.

He simply never found 
himself or his rhythm. 


“I think wc have to talk to 
Kobe about that one.” Lakers for- 
ward Robert Horry said, half-kid- 
ding but fully serious. “I didn’t 
even know he had shot the ball 
that bad. Hopefully, though, 
great players when they shoot 
the bail that bad, the next day 
they’ll come out on fire." 

Just as bad as his shooti. • was 
ihp fact Bryant didn’t shoot at all 
from the free-throw line, a sign 
he wasn’t reaching the basket, 
wasn’t challenging the Pacers, 
wasn’t forcing himself into their 
faces. 

There were at least a few peo- 
ple caught off guard by this 
game. Di^ng NBC’s opening seg- 
ment, they showed the champi- 
onship trophy dressed in smoke. 
They also shot Bryant in a fuzzy, 
drcam-Iikc focus and Phil 
Jackson from the toes up, making 
him appear larger than the 
Statue of Liberty. 

But never once during the 90 
or so seconds did they mention 
the Pacers.

Predictably opening with well- 
known explorer.s Lcwi.s and 
Clark, the program details their 
desperate winter struggle to 
cross the Continental Divide, 
aided by guide Sacajewen and 
the Nez Perce tribe. 

Later in the scrie.s, the narra- 
tors recount the Nez Forces’ 
doomed flight toward Canada 
after a bloody battle with sol- 
diers who were trying to move 
them to a reservation. 

Other segments focus on Civil 
War hero Jolm Wesley PoweU's 
mapping trek through the 
canyons of the Green River in 
Wyoming: the expedition to 
chronicle the wonders of what ' 
later became Yellowstone 
National Park; construction of 
the railroads across narrow 
mountain passes; and Brigham 
Young’s standoff against the fed- 
eral government. 


The raucous days of the 
West’s gold and .silver rush arc 
seen through the life of Horace 
Tabor, who ran the general 
store in the 1870s in Lcadvillc. 
still the highest town in North 
America. Married to the stern- 
looking. bespectacled Augusta. 
Tabor made a moderate living, 
occasionally giving down-on- 
thcir-luck miners supplies in 
exchange for a share of any 
claim they made. 

Onc*day, his kindness paid off 
and Tabor struck it rich with the 
Matchless Mine, soon earning 
the rhoniker of ^lorado’s Silver 
King. He divorced his wife and 
later married his mistress, 
Elizabeth Baby Doc, in an ugly 
public scandal. 

Tabor’s downfall began when 
he ran unsuccessfully for the 
U.S. Senate in 1862, and accel- 
erated when the price of silver 
dropped in 1593Trom $1 an 


ounce to less than SO cents an 
ounce. His heavily mortgaged 
properties were seized by credi- 
tors, and Tabor died broke at age 

For the next 36 yeors, Baby 
Doc continued to work the 
Matchless Mine, dying penniless 
in her cabin near the mouth of 
the mine in the winter of 1935. 

One of the more touching sto- 
ries is that of miner Mannus 
Duggan, who worked in a Butte, 
Mont., copper mine when pro- 
duction was at a high during 
World War I. An accident involv- 
ing on electrical cable sparked a 
fire in the mine on June 8, 1917, 
crapping dozens of miners one- 
half mile beneath the surface. 

Duggan gathered 27 of the 
trapped miners behind a 
makeshift buJkheod, where they 
waited a day and a half for the 
fire to burn liself out. After 38 
hours, help arrived and the'men

staggered coward an elevator for 
the long-awaited climb to the 
surface. . 

Duggan, however, went back 
to help strogglers; he died in 
the mine, a letter to his wife in 
.^is Ji^ckec pocket. In all, 168 
men were killed, the worst mine 
disaster in the Rockies’ history. 

No story about the Rockies 
would be complete without a 
mention of its "white gold” - 
powdery, deep snow that’s per- 
fect for skiing.

Seibert was just 12 when he

Farmers bank on insurance reform 


TWIN FALLS - How a farmer 
views crop Insurance - 
. ' . don against a disaster or as wty . 
.. to make a little extra cosh - wiU

Cnilg Corbett, a farmer from 
Grace who participates in the 
crop insurance program, said the 
program is better today than it 
was B decade ago, and the reform 
will condnue to move the pro- 
gram in the right direcdon. 

There, are 
different products out there 
- now,” he said. 

' Congress earmarked the $8.2 
billion to lower the cost of premi- 
ums to farmers and to expand 
coverage to more cropsv Until 
now, farmers could not get insiir- 
ance coverage for livestoc*k, 
fruits, vegetables, nuts and other 
specialty crops. 

But Corbett isn’t sure that will 
be enough to lure farmers into 
the crop insurance program, 
especially those who look at crop 
insurance as an income tool. 

“You don’t buy car insurance 
hoping you’ll collect on it. You 
don’t buy liability insurance hop- 
ing you’U collect on it. You buy it 
for a disaster. But for some rca- 
' son, producers and people as a 
whole, look at crop insurance as 
an income tool.” 

PGl meets to hash out 
details of potato pact

Utah companieis biegin 
using digital si^atures 


SALT LAKE CTTY (AP) - If a . 
Utah farmer wonts a loon, he can 
offer his traaor up os collateral on 
the Internet. Likewise, a clerk at 
the Soli Lake district attorney’s 
office can file a cose in court with- 
out leaving the office. 

The electronic signatures neces- 
sary to seal such transactions - 
just validated by Congress on 
Friday - are already a part of 
daily commerce in Utah, the first 
state to approve the use of so- 
called e-signatures. 

“Utah’s a litde bit ahead of the 
game," said Robert Stewart, the 
coordinator of the state’s digital 
signature effort. “It's just the fed- 
eral government that finally got 
on bo^d here.” 

The Senate on Friday ap p ro v ed 
legisbtion giving records and stg- 
nacurcs sent through cyberspace 
the same legal validity as a pen- 
ond-paper document. The House 
approved the measure earlier this 
week, and the bill awaits a signa- 


ture from President C3incon, who 
has expressed support. 

While the fedc^ bill has been 
two years in the making. 46 states 
have passed laws recognizing elec- 
tronic signatures. Utah passed its 
Digital Signatures Act in 1995. 

In the interim, several Utah 
companies developed software to 
make digital signamres a reolityi 

In most cases, the technology is 
based on two codes consisting of a 
long string of random digits. A 
computer database assigns the 
codes to a user, who keeps one 
private and registers the second 
with a repository, in some cases a 
bank. 

When a document with a digital 
signature is sent, the receiving 
parry can find the sender’s public 
signature “key” in the repository 
and use it to decipher the signa* 
ttire without learning the private 
code. If die document is tampered 
with cn route, the signature 
mutates.

back to Idaho. In Oklahoma and many of the southern states, it is a 
common lawful proen'ee to use live mmnows as bait while fishing. Is that 
praaicc legal in Idaho? 


Answer. No. It is unlawful to use live fish as bait in Idaho's public rivers, 
su;cams or waterv^s. Idaho Code $36-902 (d) generally prohibits the use 
or possession of live. “minnows, fish or the young of any fish... for bait," 
or to release any such fish in state waters. 

The public policy Qssodated with that Idaho law is to avoid the 
risk of the bait fish surviving or otherwise being released into Idaho’s 
waters and competing for the habitdt of the game fish. A violation of 
Idaho Code $36-902 (d) is punishable by imposition of a fine up to 
$l,00p.00 and/or up to six (6) months in jail.

Sun Valley writer 
begs to differ

SUN VALLEY - When Ruthann 
Saphier decided to put together a book of 
parenting dps, she turned to the experts: 
other parents. 

When finished, she had compiled a 
smaU book full of “fridge notes’* - helpful 
reminders and suggestions that could be 
tom out along perforated lines and stuck 
on-chc refrigerator with a refrigerator 
magnet that’s included in the book. 

“It’s somedting I wish Pd had when my 
boys were younger," said Saphier, whose 
sons arc now in their 20s and living in 
Arizona and California. 

Saphier, who has taught kindergarten 
through 12th grades, collected the dps 
while working with the Wood River 
Network for Youth drug prevendon pro- 
gram and teaching parenting classes 
through the Women’s Resource Center in 
Hailey. • 

Every time she ended a class, she asked 
parents to name the most valuable lesson 
they’d learned in class. She also asked 
what they planned to do differently as a 
result. 

“The goal of educadon is not knowledge 
but acdon," she said. 

I The result: tips, like sharing your fear- 
ful fantasies (“I was so worried when you 
were late bemuse I imagined the worst”) 
instead of cxprcssiiig anger, to keep your 
child norwlclensivc. Or telling your child, 
“I want to stop yelling at you so I will take 
a timeout Then Pll come back and dedde 
whaeto do." 

If your child does get in trouble, take 
away all his favorite things for two or 
three days - and let him dedde whether 
. he wants to put them in a closet or he 
wants you ta Children can’t fathom bdiig 
grounded for a month, Saphier said. 

The book,Jllu$tratcd byKctcbuffl ardst,.. 
Kim Howard, couldn’t come at a better 
time, it seems. Studies indimie the number 
of Idds with emotional and behavioral prob- 
lems soared during the past two decades. 
And the number of children suffering from 
attention defidt/hyperactivity disorder, 
depression and learning disabilities more 
than doubled between 1979 and 1996. 

“Fve seen single Moras and Dads spend- 
ing ’quality time’ with their kids from 
behind a newspaper,” Saphier said. “Even 
preschool kids ore complaining of stom- 
ach aches, headaches and nervous tics 
b e caus e theyYe not getting enough atten- 
tion from Mom and Dad.” 

Hailey mom Jennifer Conrad, who has a 
3-ycar-oId and 5-year-old, sticks Saphicr’s 
reminders on her fridge as faithfully as 
she brushes her teeth each day. 

“It is a nice reminder every day how I 
can be the best parent I can be,” she said. 
“Each one of th^ holds special meaning 
for me, but the one about cultivating 
patience is foremost. When you have 
patience, that’s when you parent best. If 
you have patience, everything else falls in 
place." 

“The book contains great reminders of 
things we already know but are some- 
times too stressed to remember,” said 
Gimlet resident Erin Hart, a soon-to-be 
stepmother.'

Saphier envision«;d. the book being a 
collection of sound bitcs;thai siressed-out,' 
overburdened parents caMd tackle one at 
a time, no -matter hov.r,1ifod they were 
after a hard day’s work. But blue-collar 
workers who don’t read much have token 
a hankering to her book, os well 

The domestic violence shelter in Hailey 
bought 100 of the self-published books to 
give to the women who seek help from the 
shelter. 

The books have also found welcome 
homes at Head Start programs and pro- 
grams for troubled youth. 

Saphier plans to rake the book to par- 
enting workshops in churches and com- 
munity colleges in Washington and British 
Columbia this summer. 

One of the keys to nurturing a level- 
headed, responsible child is to ^vc him 
choices and value his opinions, Saphier 
said. Kneel down on your child’s eye level 
or hoist them up on the counter. Tell 
them, “You can go to bed at 7:45 or 8 - 
you choose.”

- Their children often talk to 
them as if they were lower than 
daves, and they do nothing about 
it. Their cliildrcn demand thinR.s 
of them, an<l they comply. Tlieir 
children yell at them, and they 
cringe. 

There are even, believe it or 
not, epidemic numbers of Amer- 
• ican (in no other country, to my 
.. knowledge, is this happening) 
children who hit, kick and spit on 
their mothers, who do nothing 
but try to talk to these out-of-enn- 
trol brats about what's bothering 
them. 

What's going on here? The 
problem is that today’s mothers 
are trying to clear what I term

the "mother bar" - a contempo- 
rary standard of good mothering. 
It consists of messages to the 
effect that the best mother is the 
busiest mother, the most atten- 
tive mother, the mother that pro- 
vides the most for her children, 
fixes it whenever they get upset, 
drops what she's doing at their 
•heck and cull, helps them nightly 
with ihcir homework and makes 
sure each module of their brains 
is properly stimulated from the 
womb on. 

Contrast all of this with the 
typical mother of 50 years ago. 
That very formidable woman 


intimidated her children. They 
did not intimidate her. 

She tvas not their servant, but 
rather there to teach them to 
stand on their own two feet. If 
one of her cliildrcn talked back, 
he regretted it. And if he had got- 
ten carried away with himself 
and hit her, well, the first lime 
would have been the last. 

Yesterday’s mom had no prob- 
lem at all defining her autonomy 
to her children. She had no reser- 
vations about saying to them 
things like “1 don’t have time for 
you right now,' so run along... If 
you can’t find something to do. 
I’ll find something for you to do 
...Leave me alone. I’m bu^... Ni>, 

I won’t do that for you, because 
you can do it for yourself.” 

Today’s mothers don’t feel they 
have permission to say those* 
sorts of things to their childien,- 
and if they do, if they slip up and 
say something as self-esteem 
damaging as "IH give you to the 


count of five to disappear and 
stay disappeared for the rest of 
the afternoon," they feel guilty. 
And then they apologize, saying 
tilings like, 'Tm sorry. I didn’t 
mean it.' I’m just having a bad 
day." And then, to assuage the 
guilt, tiu^ start acting like ser- 
vants again. 

Once her child was capable of 
using the toilet on his own (24 
months) and knew to stay out of 
the street, yesterday's mom tried, 
on a doily basis, to have as little 
to do with him as possible. To the 
contemporary ear, that may 
sound dreadful, but check it out 
with someone of my generation. 
We wrill tell you it wasn't bad at 
all. In fact, it was downright won- 
derful to have a mom who wasn’t 
bustling about in your life all the 
• time, who supervised you well 
but didn't want you indoors on 
nice days (i.e., not raining, tem- 
peramre above zero). These were 
moms who left their children 


alone as well as they wanted 
their children to leave them 
alone. 

. The outcome, ihind you. was 
children who learned at relative- 
ly early ages to stand on their 
own two feet: to fix their own 
s nacks, to fight theii* own battles, 
to do their own homework, to 
entertain themselves, to study for 
tests on their own, to paddle their 
own canoes, to stew in their own 
juices, and last but not least, to 
accept responsibility for their 
own mistakes andfailurcs. 

Mom won, child won, child’s 
teacher won, conimunity won, 
culture won. Not a bad deal, if 
you ask me.

Instead, the study found that 
drivers 70 and oidcr received 
more citations, were in more 
crashes when making left turns

I tended, os we all do, to take 
my parents for granted, to. 
assume that they would always 
be there to have, to hold, to. r^ 
upon. , , • 

I learned, to my dismay, that 
life is a fra^e thing and, often; 
too soon gone. I know my dad 
knew I cared, knew be was so 
very important to me, but I 
regret not letting him know more 
often.

Q. If I choose to retire with 
reduced benefits at age 62, will 
niy monthly benefit Increase 
automatloilly to a full retirement 
benefit when I become 65 or will 
it stay the same? 

A. Your retirement benefit 
amount is affected by your age at 
the time you start receiving bene- 
fits. If you Stan your retirement 
benefits at ogc 62 (the earliest 
possible retirement age), your 
benefits will be permanently 
reduced. 

Beginning in January 2000, the 
normal retirement age has 
increased and will continue to 
increase in gradual steps. The 
year you were bom will deter- 
mine the increase in the retire- 
ment age for you. You can call

Q. My wife re cen tly died of can-

A. When applying for survivors 
benefits for you and your chil- 
dren, you should have your and 
your ^dren’s birth certificates, 
your ond your wife's Sociol 
Security numbers and the chil- 
dren’s Social Security numbers. 


You will also need to provide evi-' 
dence of your wife’s death and 
your marriage. It’s best to calC 
Social Security’s toll-free tele-; 
phone number first to set up an; 
appointment so you won't have to 
wait. The telephone number is 1- 
800-772-1213. ^ 

Q. A family! member who * 
re«ndy lost her btsband told me. 
she received a special one-time 
deoth benefit from Social 
Security. Con you explain this' 
benefit to me? 

A. Yes. There is a special one- 
time survivors payment of $2SS 
that con be made when a spouse 
or parent dies. There ore certain 
requirements for this payment.

a loved one and they wTO help' 
you apply for the various benefits 
you could eligible for.
